George Washington University, through President MaV- 
vin, has come forward with the final solution of the vexa- 
tious question of a charity football game for the benefit of 
the District’s army of unemployed. Despite the announce- 
ment by George J. Adams, executive secretary.^)! the Unem- 
ployment Commission, that plans for a charity game had 
been dropped because Maryland University refused to meet 
Georgetown, Dr. Marvin continued his efforts to arrange a 
special contest, the result being the scheduling of a most un- 
usual exhibition. With the acceptance of his proposal to 
bring to Washington the famous Crimson Tide of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama a novel, interesting and profitable en- 
tertainment is supplied for Washington’s charity game, as 
a later proposal, that George Washington, Georgetown and 
Catholic University each engage in a 20-minute period of 
play against the Alabamans has been carried out. 

George Washington may take pride in the manner in 
which the President has handled this problem of rendering 
assistance to the committee on unemployment relief. The 
services of the football team were tendered to the committee 
by President Marvin, but no action was taken. He offered 
to arrange a contest between the Colonials And an opponent 
he would select, but his offer was unaccepted. Instead the 
committee and the sports writers of the local papers at- 
tempted to promote another* contest— with unfortunate re- 
sults.
